Poverty: Will it break the backbone of Catholic witness?

Twice in six weeks adult groups meeting at 
St. Rita’s church, southeast San Diego, have 
been held up and robbed. 


A few miles away, at St. Anthony’s, 
National City, a death resulted from a parish 
hall robbery when a suspect was brought 
down by a policeman’s gun. 


CRIME, SCHOOLS and parish life are all 
part of a picture of inner-city problems which 
directly affect the Catholic communities—all 
over the diocese, and not simply in the 

‘individual locations. 


The Church’s responsibility as an educa- 
tional and moral witness among the poor may 
be at stake. 


At St. Rita’s, whose large complex stands 
astride the intersection of Imperial Avenue 
and Euclid Street, not far from Holy Cross 
Cemetery, the first of the two recent holdups 
took place during an English class for 
Spanish-speaking men and women. The 
three robbers had some initial difficulty 
making their threats understood. 

THE SECOND HOLDUP was an armed 


attack on the ladies of the altar society on 
Oct. 23. Four male teenagers burst into the 


_, “One of them was waving his arms and 


shouting,’’ said the pastor, Father Francis 
Pattison. ‘‘I told the women to be calm and 
obey the robbers. We were all made to lie 
down, faces to the floor. You don’t argue with 
a gun. 

“Then the teenage gang seemed to 
panic,’’ he said, ‘‘because they took off. with 
only seven purses and left the rest—and 
there must have been about 16 women at the 
meeting.”’ 

TWO NIGHTS LATER armed. robbers 
invaded his rectory, too. This time he was 
armed with a shotgun, and the police 
responded quickly to his call. 


‘“‘As I approached them from the back of 
the rectory, the police came in the front door, 
and we caught the robbers between us, in a 
kind of pincer movement,’ said Father 
Pattison. 


Nightly disturbances are regular occurr- 
ences at such parishes. Parish community life 
becomes extremely difficult under the 
circumstances. 


THE ROBBERY AT St. Anthony’s, - 


National City, a few miles from St. Rita’s, 
came when the hall was being used for a 
private party. In the ensuing police actior, 
Luis Robert Rivera, 20, was shot and killed,

crime. Police officer Craig Short has been 
arraigned on a charge of manslaughter, the 
center of a major local controversy involving 
Mexican-Americans. 


But St. Rita’s and St. Anthony’s are only 
two of many parishes where the problems of 
the inner city population spill over into parish 
life and, infact, become the very_heart of the 
pastoral needs of the people. 


In these parishes it becomes more and 
more. difficult to keep open the parochial 
schools—where, some say, they are most 
needed due to poorer standards of public 


schools in the area. 


-IT IS ALSO IN these parishes that 
leadership potential is as poverty-stricken as 
the people, most of whom suffer from poor 
education, and mundane, boring employ- 
ment. Leaders and resource people do not 
come readily from such groups—nor do 
priests, deacons and Religious for the future. 


It is in these parishes that the crime rate 
potential arises from thé poverty which 
besets the area. Unemployment rates are 
high and the resulting idle hands—particu- 
larly among young adults—find many outlets 
for mischief and murder. 


It is in these parishes that, to make ends 
meet, parents have to-work doubly hard, 
often moonlighting in order to maintain a 
standard above the poverty datum line, often 
at the expense of parental control and proper 
home life. 


AND IT IS IN these parishes that there 


would be little or no religious education were 
it not for the dedicated Sisters who form the 
backbone not only for the parochial school, 
but for the CCD program as well. 


But should the local parish alone or the 
diocese as a whole make sure that the 


threatened ‘schools stay open, if funds force 
them to closing point? 

Bingo, which the police watch as 
assiduously as a crime wave, provides some 
needed income. 

The annual fiesta, often based on ‘‘illegal’’ 
raffles or cars and other prizes, provides 
much needed funds which help meet 
increasing school costs. 


ST. JUDE’S SCHOOL, presently run by a 
parish which has to find $41,000 this year, 
over and above its income, to keep open, has 
Father Jerry Sims as pastor. 


“It’s a complex issue, covering the whole 
area of the Church’s responsibility in 
education generally,’’ he says. 

What concerns him is the fact that Catholic 
education, being good education, launches 
its graduates into a level of life which takes 
them out of the parish that formed them. 


““GRADUATES MOVE out from here,’”’ he 


said, ‘‘because of their sound education, and 


live in other districts, so we never are able to 
develop alumni support in school or parish. 
They live somewhere else. We have been 
losing people this way since we started in 
1947.” 

. Is St. Rita’s school, which takes tens of 
thousands of dollars from parish events like 
the fiesta and bingo evenings—and regular 
parish ‘‘plate’’ income—to keep it going, 
alone in its plight? 

Is it the task of Father Thomas Byrne, in 
St. Anthony’s, San Bernardino, to close his 
poverty level school because he cannot 
possibly find the $25,000 deficit which faces 
his operation this year? 

WHAT ABOUT Our Lady of Angels, San 
Diego, and many more inner city schools and

Retired Lemon Grove pastor, 


Msgr. John McDonagh, dies 


Msgr. John W. McDon- 
agh, pastor emeritus of St. 
John of the Cross parish, 
Lemon Grove, and a priest 
for nearly 50 years, died 
Sunday, Nov. 9, at Nazareth 
Retirement Home, San 
Diego. He was 72. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher will 
be the principal concelebrant 
of the Mass of Christian 
Burial for Msgr. McDonagh 
this morning (Thursday, 
Nov. 13) at 11 at St. John of 
the Cross. Father Patrick J, 
Kearney, pastor of St. 
John’s, will be homilist. 


BORN IN County Sligo, 
Ireland, in 1903, Msgr. 
McDonagh studied at St. 
Patrick’s Seminary, County 
Carlow, Ireland, and was 
ordained there for the Los 
Angeles archdiocese in 1927. 


He served at several 
parishes in Los Angeles 
county before he was named 
administrator of St. Joan of 

Arc, Victorville, in 1934. In 
1940 he was named pastor of 
St. Joseph, Big Bear Lake, 

and he became founding 


_ pastor of Holy Family parish, - 


San Diego, in 1942. 


Msgr. John W. McDonagh 


APPOINTED a monsignor 
in 1946, he became pastor of 
St. John of the Cross in 1948, 
serving in that position until 
his retirement in 1968. 


Msgr. McDonagh’s  sur- 
vivors include a brother and 
sister, Andrew McDonagh 
and Mrs. Peter Foley, both 
living in County Sligo, and a 
niece, Mrs. John Dundas of 
San Diego. 


hope and determination 
using their combined 
strength to overcome the 
cycle of poverty and help- 
lessness.”’ 


ALL THEY need, he said, 
“is a little help from the 
outside to break that cycle in 
which they are entrapped.’’ 
And that is where campaign 
funds come in, he explained. 


It is a national collection 
and the bishops distribute 
the fund to self-help projects 
across the nation designed 
and carried out by poverty- 
stricken people. 


In recent years the San 
Diego diocese has seen 
several groups within its 
boundaries receive grants. 
“CHD donations have fund- 
-ed two food cooperatives and 
a highly successful agricul- 
tural land development pro- 
gram for the Quechan Indi- 
ans at Fort Yuma,’’ Msgr. 
Doran said. 


“To most of us God has 
been extremely generous, 
but not to all. We, the 
sponsors of the Campaign for 
Human Development, again 
ask you to share some of your 
blessings with our poverty- 
stricken brethern.’’

Two hundred years after 
he was murdered by Indians 
on the hillside which now 
overlooks San Diego Stadi- 
um, Father Luis Jayme was 
very much a ‘“‘presence’’ in 
the Mission San Diego de 
Alcala on Nov. 5. 


As Bishop Leo T. Maher 
and priests concelebrated a 
special Mass in the martyr’s 
honor, the cross which marks 
the spot where he was 
stabbed and bludgeoned was 
fioodlit against the evening 
sky. 

THE REMAINS of Padre 
Luis—which suffered con- 
siderable indignities at that 
time—now lie buried in the 
sanctuary of the church, and 
the bishop placed there a 
wreath of flowers in yellow 
and white papal colors during 
the offertory of the Mass. 


“Tn North America alone, 
no fewer than 115 Franciscan 
friars willingly underwent 
the supreme sacrifice in a 
saga of dauntless courage,”’ 
said homilist and archivist 
Msgr. Francis: Weber, ‘‘in- 
spiring heroism and whole- 
hearted devotion unparallel- 
ed in ecclesial annals.”’ 


The pastor of Mission San 
Buenaventura in Ventura— 
the last of Padre Junipero 
Serra’s mission chain—had 
come to the first mission to 
preach on the bicentennial of 
Padre Jayme’s death. 


“ON THE EVE of the 
nation’s Bicentennial,’’. he 
said, ‘‘we honor the memory 
of Fray Luis Jayme, a 
cherished member of that 
seraphic contingency who 
eaffected the initial triumph of 


religion and. civilization -in 


what was to become the 31st 
commonwealth of these 
United States.” 


Msgr. Weber said that 16 
of the Franciscans who 
served “‘along El Camino 
Real’’ came from Mallorca, 
off the Spanish coast, includ- 
ing Padre Jayme and Padre 
Serra. : 


“‘The names of six friars 


are etched on the monument 
of Christian endurance in the

Golden State’s martyrol- 
ogy,’’ he said. ‘‘The Francis- 
cans were especially lavish in 
bestowing their blood and 
their virtue on the Church in 
California.’’ 


HE DESCRIBED the 
Yuman Indians of the time as 
“the most treacherous and 
uncooperative’’ of all the 
coastal tribes, and recounted 
how ‘‘600 or more warriors 
crept into the mission com- 
pound”’ in the early hours of 
Nov. S, 1775, plundered the 
chapel and set fire to other 
buildings. 

“Fray Luis Jayme reso- 
lutely walked toward the 
howling band of natives, 
uttering the traditional Fran- 


ciscan greeting: ‘Amar a 
Dios, hijos’ (Love God, you 
children of God). In a 
frenzied orgy of cruelty the 
Indians seized him, stripped 
off his garments, shot 18 
arrows into his body and then 
pulverized his face with clubs 
and stones.’’ 


The pastor of the Mission 
de Alcala, Msgr.

parishes struggling for survival? Are the 
schools merely a parish responsibility, or 
does the whole diocese have a moral 
responsibility to keep the Catholic witness 
through parochial schools a vital and viable 
fact. in these areas? 


Some voices shout ‘‘close them.’’ Others 
cry “‘keep them open.”’ 


“If any schools should remain open in the 
diocese, it should be those serving the 
poverty areas,’’ declares Father Donald 
Kulleck, former pastor of Our Lady of 
Angels, and now at St. Pius X, Chula Vista. 
“It’s a matter of the life of the whole 
district, not just a school.’ 


Bishop Leo T. Maher recently told the 
senate of priests: ‘‘The inner city parish and 
school needs are growing, and we have to 
come to some solution to help them. 


“IF WE CANNOT finance schools like St. 
Jude’s we shall have to close them, which 
would be a tragedy,’’ he added. ‘‘The 
Sisters of these schools make a tremendous 
sacrifice, and there are no worthwhile public 
schools in the area. This is typical of many.”’ 


Assistant diocesan superintendent of 
schools, Father William H. Sullivan, OSA, 
says that the operating policy over schools is 
rooted in ‘‘the traditional local autonomy of 
the parish. A parish able to maintain its 
school will do so.’ 


But he agrees that economic difficulties of 
recent years have called for ‘‘ad hoc’ 
solutions, even to on-the-spot subsidies from 
individual donors, prompted by the bishop. 

HE RECALLS THAT Vatican II “recog- 
nizes the special opportunity and responsi-° 
bility (of the Church) in the field of education 


towards the least- affluent among us.: ~~ «= 


“The problem,” he asserts, ‘is to 


translate concern into a feasible solution. 
Lacking a ready-made formula or source for 
finding the cold cash that inner-city parishes 
increasingly must seek from outside their 
own boundaries, the school board must 
wrestle with the practicalities of each such 
parish.”’ 


He thinks the problem will grow worse. 
Nonpublic education in America’s inner 
cities, he says, “‘is mostly a Catholic 
ministry.’’ 

These schools are the heart of a troubled 
parish system, too. Crime and unsafe streets 
militate against church activities—especially 
at night. 


“WE CANCELED ALL our CCD and other 
night meetings last week because of unrest 
in the district,’’ said Father Pattison of St. 
Rita’s. ‘‘Even the altar society week of 
spiritual renewal was threatened.”’ 


His parish suffers, too; from the 
mobility-of-population syndrome, mentioned 
by Father Sims. ‘‘More than two-thirds of 
the people who lived in this parish 10 years 
ago have moved somewhere else or died,”’ 
he said. 


Youth programs, synod meetings, sodal- 
ities—all become impossible because of 
terror activity by armed street gangs in the 
neighborhood at night, sometimes even on 
the church parking lot. 


ROBBERY, MURDER, racism, ethnic 
isolation, physical “‘imprisonment’’ in 
rectories are symptoms of a growing set of 
problems which face inner city parishes, 
their schools, their priests, Sisters and laity. 


The backbone of religious teaching 
anywhere is reckoned to be a Catholic 
school-trained adult. Where do we look to 
the futuré of Catholic education at any level 
in areas where the need is great?

The tragedy that is Lebanon 


SC editor Michael Newman is away for a few 
weeks. His usual space will be filled by guest 
editors, starting with Gerald M. Costello, editor of 
“'The Beacon’’, official newspaper of the diocese of 
Paterson, N.J. Both Newman and Costello were in 
Beirut, Lebanon in April, which Costello recalls in 
this article on the city now torn by civil strife. 


How prophetic the statement was: 


‘Lebanon today is profoundly sick. Corruption is 
out of this world. Moslem-Christian tension is just 
underneath the surface of everything, and the 
whole situation could explode...’’ 


The speaker was Dr. Charles Malek, the man 
generally described as Lebanon’s elder statesman, 
and his audience was a group of 15 American 
Catholic editors visiting the Middle East in a 


_ fact-finding tour arranged by the Catholic Near 


East Welfare Association. 


The time was Saturday evening, April 5—this 
year. Dr. Malek’s worst fears began to be realized 
less than a week later, with an outbreak of fighting 
and rioting in Beirut that left a few people dead. 


By the end of October, the fighting had stopped 
only intermittently. Casualty figures defy belief. 
Some published estimates put the number of dead 
at 6,000. Damage had reached $3.5 billion. The 
jewel-like city of Beirut is a shambles, the 
once-thriving economy of the country in dire if not 
fatal trouble. r 


Only six months . 

Only six months ago...memories of that pleasant 
stay in Lebanon. are jogged with news reports of 
each new. disaster—an airport shootout, a 
kidnaping, a roadside massacre. Perhaps an astute 
observer such as Dr. Malek could have spotted the 
disaster ahead, but our traveling group, fresh from 
two busy days in the hot and depressingly crowded 
city of Cairo, found Beirut a place of singular 
beauty and charm. 


Our days there were taken up with meetings and 
interviews, with some time left over for shopping 
along fashionable Hamra Street. There were talks 
that turned into spirited debates with Arab 
newspaper editors, who remained convinced 


despite our protests that American papers print © 
only the Israeli point of view. There was a strangely + 
sinister meeting with Pierre Gemayel, the lean and 


ascetic Phalange leader whose Christian rightist 
party would play such a significant part in the 
tragedy that lay ahead. 

Interviews with President Sulieman Franjieh (the 
first press conference in which he had participated 
for five years); U.S. Ambassador to Lebanon G. 
McMurtrie Godley; Maronite Patriarch Antonios 
Khoraiche, and other Christian and Moslem 
religious leaders all shed some light on the 
complexities of the delicate Moslem-Christian 
balance by which the Lebanese government 
survives, but there was still no obvious indication 
that violence would come so quickly, or that it 
would be so devastating. 


There was surely no hint of it in the capital’s 


nightlife. | remember walking for a half-hour or so 
toward midnight one evening with Tom Smith, the 
editor of the Catholic Herald-Citizen of Milwaukee, 
with neither of us thinking for a second of any 
reason for concern. Judging from. newspaper 
accounts, residents of the same area hardly dare to 
set forth now at high noon. 


Christian-Moslem political pie 


The background of the country’s crisis dates back 
to the founding of modern-day Lebanon in 1943, 
where the curious division of government positions 
according to religion was first agreed to in an effort 
to maintain a 50-50 balance between Moslem and 
Christian. Thus, Lebanon’s president is always a 
Christian, the premier a Moslem—and so on down 
through every municipal job. The system was 
strained from the outset, but nothing put it under 
quite so much tension as the influx-of Palestinian 
refugees (after the creation of Israel, and, later, 
after the expulsion of Palestinian militants from 
Jordan) and their subsequent emergence as a 
nation within a nation in southern Lebanon. 


PLO presence felt 


Although not unsympathetic to their general 
cause, many Lebanese Christians— especially those 


"in the Plalange headed by Pierre Gemayel—des- 


perately want to be rid of the Palestinian presence. 
Their ostensible reason is that it is the Palestinians 
who are responsible for repeated Israeli raids on 
the country, but they also complain—less 
openly —that the Palestinians stir up dissent among 
Lebanese Moslems. 

A complaint even less vocalized—but no less 
real—is that the Palestinians have upset the 
religious balance which is so persistently a cause 
for concern. 


The Moslems themselves say the ‘‘balance’’ is 
much more political theory than fact now, the scale 
having swung long ago against the Christians. The 
militants among them are anxious for more power, 
and accuse the Christians of doing little more than 
hanging on, in the manner of a colonial power 
which sees. it dominions slipping away. 


Kein a nation where guns can be called on to settle 


anything from a border incident to atraffic dispute, 


the situation fairly cried out for a violent reaction 
sooner or later. It has come, these last six months, 
with devastating brutality. Bodies have filled the 
once-busy streets (gasoline is all but unobtainable) 
of Beirut. Businesses are shuttered, foreign films 
have pulled out their personnel. Ceasefires are 
announced almost weekly—and broken just as 
often. 


The city and the nation are shellshocked beyond 
understanding, and Middle East experts can come 
up with*analyses and explanations—but no. real 
reasons. 


That is the greatest tragedy of all. 
happened just as Dr. Malek predicted it could, and 


. we were there to hear it. But that was in Beirut in 


another time, another age—April, 1975.

All 
too often we trap ourselves into a far 
too demanding routine by assuming 
too many obligations, too many 
responsibilities, leaving little or no 
time for ourselves. 

In that event, even the most 
‘‘selfless’’ idealist is liable to break 
down into blatant self-pity and 
impassioned bursts of unreasonable 
anger. It is good, of course, to give of 
oneself. It is good to help others and 
be ready to meet unfulfilled needs— 


but not to the detriment of our own ¥ 


equilibrium and peace of mind. 


WHEN WE ARE earnestly trying to 
seek out God’s will. for us, there is 
always the temptation to take on too 
much, including responsibilities which 
really belong to someone else. 
Parents, friends, husbands and wives, 

‘brothers and sisters, we all fall into 
‘the habit of attempting to live other 
people’s lives for them, solve their 
problems and dictate their lifestyle. 


We do have a responsibility towards 
others, that is indisputable. But the 
desire to ‘‘give’’ can become self- 
serving and even work to the 
disadvantage of the very persons we

extricate themselves and their affairs 
from our concern may look very much 
like rejection and ingratitude and start 
us on the corrosive path of self-pity. 


Our response to the needs of those 
around us must include allowing them 
to assume their own responsibilities — 
and even take some responsibility for 
us! We all need encouragement to 
move out of our own selfishness, but 
never to the point where we deprive 
others of the same opportunity for 
growth. 

SOMETIMES, in the grip~ of 
depression, a person will say with real 
anguish, ‘’| don’t know what God 
wants me to do.’’ The implication is, 
of course, that God must want us to do 
something other than what we are 
presently doing! And yet it is very 
likely that God would require us to 
‘‘do’’ no more or less. All that he 
might need changed is, perhaps, the 
manner in which we are-doing it! 


When people in the = throes of 
marital conflict echo this cry, they are 
not usually amenable to the answer, 
“‘He wants you to love each other,”’ 
but it is the only answer- 


What God wants of us is to, do what ...

Prophets of Religious Reform 


Jezebel and the Early Prophets 


Success of prophecy 
Is not in public acclaim 
but faithfulness to God 


By Steve Landregan 


Unique in the history of Israel is the 
tradition of prophets who courageously if 
sometimes reluctantly called the Israelites to 
return to the observance of their covenant 
with God in the face of religious apathy and 
creeping paganism. — 


Isaiah, Jeremiah, Ezekiel and Amos are 
among those fiery spokesmen of Yahweh 
whose oracles and visions have been 
preserved in literary form by faithful 
disciples. They vividly attest to the fact that 
the measure of a prophet’s success was not 
his acceptance and acclamation by those to 

. whom he was sent but rather his faithfulness 
to God’s call to proclaim His Word. 


FREQUENTLY THE prophets found 
themselves in opposition to ambitious kings 
whose intrigues led them to seek the security 
of political and military alliances with their 
pagan neighbors rather than oy) on the 
promises of God. 


Indeed the almost consistent response of 
Israel’s kings to the siren call of power and 
worldly acclaim instead of the call to 
covenant loyalty marks the history of the 
monarchy from its establishment with Saul 
to its collapse with Zedekiah. 


It was Samuel, prophet and judge, who 
spoke the words of rejection by Yahweh to 
King Saul (1 Samuel 15:16-23) and then 
anointed David as his successor (1 Samuel 


16:1ff). 


AS THE ARMY of Babylon pressed at the ~ 


gates of Jerusalem five centuries later the 
Prophet Jeremiah spoke the final oracle to 
King Zedekiah who steadfastly resisted the 
prophetic word of God and doomed himself 
and his city (Jeremiah 38:14ff). 


It is in the Northern Kingdom of Israel 
that we find Elijah and Elisha, the greatest 
of the early prophets of religious reform. 
When the northern tribes rejected the rule of 
King Solomon’s successor and chose 
Jeroboam as first king of the Northern 
Kingdom of Israel, the new monarch made 
the schism religious as well as political by 
establishing sanctuaries at Dan and Bethel 
to rival Jerusalem. 


Worship of the pagan gods Baal and 
Astarte with its fertility rites and sacred 
prostitution of the Canaanites in their midst 
had always exerted a strong influence upon 
the Israelites. 

IN THE Northern Kingdom the practice of 
Baalism increased and flourished in ‘the 
atmosphere of religious apathy. It reached 


its height with the politically expedient 
marriage of King Ahab to Jezebel, princess 
of Tyre. Ahab worshipped Baal at a temple 
built in the capital city of Samaria and 
Jezebel maintained in retinue of 450 priests 
of Baal. 


It was to the court of Ahab and Jezebel 
that Elijah the Tishbite was sent to proclaim 
the prophetic Word of God and recall Israel 
to faithfulness to her covenant with Yahweh. 


Elijah’s proclamation of three years of 
drought for Israel (1 Kings 17:1) in the name 
of Yahweh, triggered a persecution of the 
worshippers of Yahweh and a frantic search 
for the prophet who hid first-across the 
Jordan and then in Phoenecia. 


EVENTUALLY Elijah confronted Jeze- 
bel’s priests of Baal in a contest on Mount 
Carmel that resulted in a dramatic end to the 
drought through the power of Yahweh and 
the destruction of the priests of Baal. 


Jezebel didn’t take defeat gracefully and 
Elijah was forced to flee for his life. He 
found himself in the position of many of his 
prophetic brothers...cast out and rejected by 
his people for speaking the Word of God. 


Reassured by Yahweh in an encounter on 
the Holy Mountain of Horeb (Sinai), Elijah 


returned. again to condemn Ahab for — 


violating the covenant by murdering Naboth 
and taking his vineyard (1 Kings 21:1ff).. 


ELISHA WAS chosen-by God to succeed 
Elijah. He asked for and received a double 


“portion of Elijah’s spirit ‘as the prophet was 


taken up to heaven in a fiery chariot (2 Kings 
2:7-13). 


More of a worker of miracles than a 
prophet, Elisha nonetheless continued in the 
prophetic tradition of Elijah and proclaimed 
Jehu as the anointed of Yahweh to rule Israel 
(2 Kings 9:ff). Jehu overthrew and 
assassinated King Jehoram, and his mother 
Jezebel thus fulfilling Elijah’s prophetic 
condemnation of Ahab that had been leveled 
upon his family when the king repented (1 
Kings 21:27-29). 

Jehu suppressed the worship of Baal in 
Israel and Elisha died (2 Kings 13:14 ff) in an 
Israel free of the pagan Baalism but still 
suffering from the religious schism insti- 
tuted by Jeroboam. 


Elijah and Elisha, the greatest early 
prophets of religious reform, were legends 
in their own time and demonstrated the 
prophets’ function as the conscience of 
Israel, reminding God’s people that they had, 
been chosen for responsibility, not for 
privilege.

Reading a Whole Gospel 


Meeting Jesus in the 
Bible can be shocking

“We don’t like Jesus any more!’’ That’s 
what they said. I was slightly stunned. 


The week before, my Bible study group of 
five Catholic couples was \excited about 
actually reading the Bible. Now they had 
read the Gospel according to Mark and 
found it disturbing. It seemed they were 


~ happier with Jesus before they read Mark’s 


Gospel. 


“WHY??? I ASKED. ‘‘What did Mark say 
that turned you off to Jesus?’’ They had a 
variety of answers. ‘‘Jesus got angry.’’ ‘‘He 
practically snubbed his mother.’’ ‘‘He talked 
with prostitutes.”’ “‘Jesus seems so Jew- 
ish.”’ 


For the first time in their lives they were 
encountering Jesus as Mark’s Gospel 
portrays him in all his humanness. It was a 
shock. Although everyone of them had gone 
through at least 12 years of Catholic 
education, none had ever before read a 
Gospel from beginning to end. 


Their idea of Jesus had been shared by 
many sources, but not by reading even one 
of the four Gospels all the way through. No 
doubt pictures of Jesus had helped form 
their image of Him. So had the constant 
emphasis on Jesus’ divinity—from pulpit 
and catechism. 


THEY HAD heard many Gospel stories, 
but always out of the actual biblical context, 
and usually slanted to make a particular 
moral point. Meeting Mark’s Jesus was. a 
shock. 


But they had another shock coming. The 
next week we all read Luke’s Gospel from 
start to finish. They liked Luke’s presenta- 
tion of Jesus—strong but gentle, compas- 
sionate, remarkably sensitive to women. 

But they were amazed that Luke’s picture 
of Jesus seemed somewhat different from 
Mark’s. This raised questions. How could 
that be? What was Jesus really like? 


PREVIOUSLY THEY had heard episodes 
from the four Gospels at Mass each Sunday. 


But the episodes were not connected with 
what went before or after in each Gospel. 


They quite naturally grew up thinking 
there was only one Catholic way to look at 
Jesus. They were very surprised to find that 
the four Gospels present four different 
impressions of Jesus. 


All of this raised questions for them, but 
led to deeper insights and to a more vital 
faith in Jesus and the Church. That 
experience highlights for me the import- 
ance of sitting down and reading the Gospels 
and reading them one by one from start to 
finish. 


IT SEEMS to me almost impossible to 
grasp the orthodox, traditional understand- 
ing of doctrinal development in the Church 
and of legitimate differences within the 
Church without some first hand acquaint- 
ance with development and differences in 
the Gospels themselves. 


As part of adult religious education, or as 
a part of personal spiritual development, 
each of us should read, not just comment- 
aries, not just the articles.in Insights in 
Faith, but the Bible itself. 


Sit down and read Mark’s Gospel. It was 
written before the other three. Read it from 
beginning to end. It will take hardly more 
than an hour, and probably less. 


LATER’ READ Luke’s Gospel, and 
Matthew’s and John’s. Notice the feelings 
each causes in you, the images of Jesus they 
suggest to you. Take note of the problems 
and issues Jesus seems to be taken up with 
in each. 


Try to figyre out what each writer is trying 
to say about Jesus, about life as a follower of 
Jesus. Try to guess who each might be 
writting for—Jews who know the Scriptures, 
Greeks who are unfamiliar with Jewish 
practices. 


Commentaries can then be helpful. But do 
not be afraid to dig into the Gospels 
themselves. They can not only show you 
much about yourself and about Jesus Christ 
but also about the issues and crises within 
the Church-today.

Judge leaves Karen Quinlan’s plight to doctors 


MORRISTOWN, N.J. (NC)—Superior Court Judge Robert 
Muir Jr. has refused to allow the removal of a mechanical 
respirator that has kept 21-year-old Karen Quinlan alive 
nearly seven months. 


He <ruled Nov. 10 that the decision is medical—not 
judicial—and he denied the petition of her father, Joseph 
Quinlan, to be appointed her guardian so that he may 
authorize doctors in St. Clare Hospital, Denville, to 
discontinue the respirator. 


SHORTLY AFTER the ruling, Quinlan and his wife, Julia, 
sat in the study at a rectory near the Morris County 
courthouse and tried to relax. Obviously disappointed in the 
judge’s decision, they have no hint of bitterness. 


*‘The judge showed courage in his decision,”’ said Quinlan, 
50, and graying. ‘‘The decision was not what we wanted, but 
the judge did show a certain amount of courage.”’ 


“The right to life and the preservation of it are interests of 
the highest order,’ the judge said in a 44-page written 
opinion. While doctors testified during a five-day hearing that 
there is little hope for her recovery, Judge Muir noted that 
‘none testified there was no hope.”’ 


HE SAID, moreover, it is a physician's duty to continue 
life-assisting apparatus if, in his opinion, it should be done. 
Touching on the question of criteria for determining death, 
the judge said that, too, is a’ medical decision. 


He also found that there is no constitutional ‘‘right to die’’ 
that can be asserted by a parent for an incompetent adult. 
child. : 

Quinlan’s counsel, Paul Armstrong, contended that use of 
the respirator constituted ‘‘extraordinary means’ and quoted 
a 1957 statement by Pope Pius XII that such action is not 
required. :

“RELIGIOUS BELIEFS are absolute under the Free 
Exercise Clause,’’ Judge Muir said in reference to a claim 
based on the First Amendment of the U.S. Constitution, ‘‘but 
practice and pursuit thereof is not free from governmental 
regulation.”’ : 


Granting the petition, Judge Muir said, ‘‘would result in 
the taking of the life of Karen Quinlan when the law of the 
state indicates that such an authorization would be 
homicide.”’ 


Permitting Miss Quinlan to die, he said, ‘‘is not something 
in her best interest, in a temporal sense, and it is in a 
temporal sense that I must operate whether I believe in life 
after death or not. The single most important temporal quality 
Karen Ann Quinlan has is life. This court will not authorize 
that life to be taken from her.”’ 


THE DECISION to keep Karen alive by mechanical means 
has drawn general approval from theologians as perhaps the 
best decision, legally speaking, that could have been handed 
down under the circumstances. But the entire affair drew 
some stinging rebukes concerning the way it has been 
handled from the start. 


The sharpest criticism of the case came from Dr. Andre 
Hellegers, director of the Kennedy Center for Bioethics at 
Georgetown University, Washington, D.C., who said: ‘“The 
losers in the case are Karen Quinlan and her parents. The 
machine is doing nothing for her; she is being used.”’ 

“I suspect the judge could not have ruled otherwise, given 
New Jersey law,’’ said Dr. Hellegers, who had harsh words 
for the doctors and hospital involved in the case. 


‘IT IS PARADOXICAL that a Catholic hospital handled the 
case that will introduce euthanasia to the United States,’’ he 
said.

U.S. Church, govt. leaders blast action 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (NC)—In an atmosphere taut 
with hostility, a coalition of Arab, communist and Third 
World delegations has put the General Assembly on record as 
equating Zionism with racism. 

The vote of 72 in favor to 35 opposed, with 32 abstentions, 
generated dismay and apprehension about its impact on the 


future of the world organization, especially among the more 
_.adyanced nations, including the United States, 


ARCHBISHOP Joseph L. ‘Bernardin of Cincinnati, 
president of the National Conference of Catholic Bishops, 
issued a statement expressing ‘‘profound disagreement with, 
and great disappointment at’’ the UN General Assembly vote. 


The ‘‘substantive inadequacy’’ of the resolution, 
Archbishop Bernardin said, “‘both retards the necessary 
struggle against racism in the world and opens the door to 
harassment, discrimination and denial of basic rights to 
members of the Jewish community throughout the world.”’ 


Intensive efforts to defeat the proposal—forwarded to the 
assembly last month from the third (social) committee—were 
spearheaded by the nine members of the European Common 
Market and the Scandinavian states, all of whom deplored the 
spirit as well as the content of the proposal. 

MUCH OF THE concern expressed in the opposition camp 
involved thé probable weakening of public support for the UN 
in reaction against the prejudicial character of the assembly’s 


ballot, and the prospect cf financial and other reprisals — 


against the world organization as a whole. 


Calling the work of the UN ‘‘vitally important in -any 
conception of a just and peaceful world,”’ the archbishop said: 
“Tragically, this resolution makes it easy for’some critics of 
the United Nations to impugn the legitimacy of the institution 
itself, while it makes it more difficult for supporters of the 
United Nations to defend its crucial role in the world today.’’ 


While urging vigorous opposition by-the United States to 
implementation of the resolution, Archbishop Bernardin said: 
“It would be unfortunate, unnecessary and unjust, however, 
simply to terminate or even to diminish U.S. support for 
essential United Nations activities. Any such intemperate 
action would compound the confusion and conflict generated 
by the resolution.” : 


IN A STATEMENT on the vote, Father Edward H. 
Flannery, executive secretary of the U.S. bishops’ Secretariat 
for Catholic-Jewish Relations, described Zionism as ‘‘that 
immemorial longing of the Jewish people for a homeland 
which runs like a golden thread through the Jewish scriptures 
and liturgy. 

“‘To label this longing ‘racist’ is a political ploy that 
perverts the clear meaning of Zionism and insults our 
common: humanity,’ Father Flannery said. 


He noted that the vote was taken on Nov. 10, the 
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anniversary of ‘‘the Hitlerian bloodbath when fires were set 
all over Germany, synagogues burned to the ground and 
30,000 Jews arrested and sent to concentration camps.” 
Father Flannery continued: ‘‘The wortd peace organization, 
designed for a noble purpose, has celebrated this ugly 
anniversary in grim fashion, using its forum to publish a 
shocking endorsement of anti-Semitism. 

> “] BELIEVE THAT in view of this and other earlier actions 

“by the United Nations it is inevitable that our government 
reassess the nature and conditions of its support for the world 
body.”’ ; 

The Catholic Interracial Council of New York called the UN 
vote ‘‘a shameful and appalling act.’’ The council said the 
resolution “‘threatens to make a mockery of the UN’s avowed 
and noble effort to eliminate racism’’ and ‘‘will encourage 
greater discrimination and anti-Semitism in many countries 
that support this policy and also lead to further repression and 
immigration restrictions of Jews throughout the world.”’ 


U.S. POLITICAL leaders also ‘generally condemned the UN 
action. President Gerald Ford denounced the vote as a 
“wholly unjustified action’” and the Senate passed a 
resolution calling for hearings to ‘‘reassess the United States’ 
further participation in the United .Nations’ General 
Assembly.” 


Sen. Edward M. ‘Kennedy (D-Mass.), a member of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee, said the vote 
“compromised the principles on which the United Nations 
was founded 30 years ago and it once again brings racism 
back as a method of statecraft. ‘‘But even this action by the 
General Assembly cannot damage the heritage of the Israeli 
people which has endured for over 2,000 years.” 


Another member of the committee, Sen. Henry Jackson 
(D-Wash.), said the resolution employed ‘‘the big lie 
technique...If you make the lie big enough, people are 
apt to believe it.’’ He called the vote ‘‘a new low’’ for the UN 
and said Congress should examine means to respond to it in 
action on foreign aid bills.

But I have 
no illusions about how quickly doctors can turn about on 
moral issues,’’ he added, pointing to the changed attitudes in 
the medical profession on the abortion issue.

England's Cardinal 
Heenan dies at 70 


In LONDON, Cardinal

His death leaves the two 
senior posts in the Church in 
England and Wales vacant. 


Cardinal Heenan was 
named Bishop of Leeds in 
1951, and became Archbish- 
op of Liverpool in 1957. He 
was appointed Archbishop of 
Westminster in 1963, and 
was made a cardinal in 1965. 
The funeral Mass was cele- 
brated Nov. 14 in Westmins- 
ter Cathedral.
